The custom of shaving the beard was 


enforced by Alexander of Macedon, not 
for the sake of fashion but for practical 
end. He knew that the soldiers of India, 
when they encountered their foes, had the 
habit of grasping them by the beard, and 
so he ordered his soldiers to shave. 
Afterward shaving was practiced in the 
Macedonian army, and then among Greek 
citizens. 
The "Romans imitated 
the 


Greeks in the practice, as they did in 
many other things, and spread it into the 
other European nations yet barbaric. In 
the middle ages, at that'time of the Re- 
naissance, shaving was introduced, and 
the habit was retained, though clas- 
sicism 
gave place to 
romanticism, 


and that in its turn gave place to real- 
ism. The beard was a source, of trouble 
to Peter the Great, who, simultaneously 
with the introduction of his great reforms 
into Russia, tried to induce his people to 
imitate the shaving nations. This inno- 
vation was resisted by his subjects with 
the utmost persistance, and they prefer- 
red to pay a heavy fine rather than suffer 
disfigurement, as'they1 believed, of the 
image of God. To the Russians of olden 
times the beard was a symbol of liberty. 
In several countries of'Western Europe 
and in the United States the beard was 
restored to honor only about twenty years 
ago, but even yet a majority of men re- 
spect the custom introduced by Alexan- 
der the Great.

Fifty Years Ago. 


A half century ago, a large part of the 


people of the United States lived in hous- 
es unpamted and unplastered, and utter- 
ly devoid of adornment. 
A well-fed fire 


in the yawning chasm of a huge chimney 
gave partial warmth to a single room, 
and it was a common remark that the in- 
mates were roasting one side, while freez- 
ing the other; in contrast, a majority of 
th'e people of the older States now~ Ihe 
in houses that are clapboarded, painted, 
blinded,and comfortably warmed. 
Then, 


the household furniture consisted of a 
few plain chairs, a plain table, a bed- 
stead made by the village 
carpenter. 


Carpets there weie none. To-day few- 
are the houses, in city or country", that 
do not contain a carpet of some- sort, 
while the average laborer by a week's 
work may earn enough to enable him to 
repose at night upon a spring bed. 


Fifty years ago, the kitchen "dressers,"' 


were set forth with a shining row of 
pewter plates. 
The farmer ate with a 


buck-handled knife and an iron, or pewter 
spoon, but the advancing civilization has 
sent the plates and spoons to the melting 
pot, while the knifes and forks have 
given place to nickle or plated cutlery- 


In those days the utensils for cooking 


were a dinner-pot, tea-kettle, 
skillet, 


Dutch oven and frying-pan; to-day there 
is no end to kitchen furniture. 


The people ot 1830 sat in the evening 


in the glowing light of a pitch-knot fire, 
or read their weesly newspapers by the 
flickering light of a ''tallow dip;" now, 
in city and village their apartments are 
bright with flame of the gas jet or the 
soft radience of kerosene. Then if the 
fire went out upon the hearth, it was re- 
kindled by a coal from a neighboring 
hearth, or by flint, steel and tinder. 
Those who indulged in pipes and cigars 
could light them only by some hearth- 
stone ; to-day \\ e light fire and pipes by 
the dormant fire-works in the match safe, 
at a cost of one hundreth of a cent. 


In those days we guessed the hour of 


uoon, or ascertained it by the creeping of 
the siinlight up to the ''noon-iflark" 
drawn upon the floor; only the well-to- 
do could afford a clock. 
To-day who 


does not carry a watch? and for clocks, 
you may purchase them by wholesale, 
by the cart-load, at sixty-two cents apiece. 


Fifty years ago, lurv many dwellings 


u ere adorned with pictures? How many 
are there now that do not display a print, 
engraving, chromo, or lithograph? How 
many pianos or parlor organs were there 
then? lleed organs were not invented till 
1840, and now they are in everv village- 


Some vvho may read this article will 


remember that in 1830,the Bible,the alma- 
nac, and a fewitext-books used in school 
were almost the only volumes of the 
household. The directory was a volume 
four inches square antlaninch and a half 
in thickness.

villages a few public-spirited men had 
gathered 
libraries 
containing 
from

of

present, 
containing 
more 
than 


ten thousand volumes, have an aggre- 
gate of 10,650,000 volumes,/ not including 
the Sunday-school and private libraries of 
the country. It is estimated that alto- 
gether the number of volumes accessiblji 
to the public is not less than 20,000,000! 
Of Webster's and Worcester's dictionaries, 
it having been said, that enough have been 
published to supply one to every one hun 
drcd inhabitants of the United States. 


A Tunisian Harem. 


A letter from Tunis, Africa, says: We 


have been to the Harem and to the Bey's 
palace where ^e saw a real harem and 
women ~v\ ho had never been out of their 
own houses and had seen no men except 
their own husbands and sons. 
They were 


surrounded by everything monev could 
buy; their palaces wera perfectly mag- 
nificent, as iwell as their wardrobes, but 
they did nolt seem happy. 
The husband 


of one woman, after living with her 
thirty years, ha& put her aside to marry 
a young girl that she brought up to wait 
on him. He has taken his new wife 
away and left the old one in her bcauti 
ful palace, so she says she prays to die. 


This same man gave a grand ball not 


long ago and invited all the Europeans 
in Tunis. He thought he was exceed- 
ingly kind to his wives and children in 
cutting a small hole through the wall by 
vhich, in turns, they ivere able to see 
the visitors. 


The harems of the lower class are 


rooms with but little furniture and only 
rugs to sit on. But those of the wealthy 
have European furniture, pictures and 
works of art. 
The women sat on divans 


around the sides of th|e rooms, but we 
were given chairs and'sofas. With all 
their splendor,however,they looked miser- 
able and unhappy. They cannot read 
or write, and, I believe, they hardly dare 
think. All the women do from morning 
till night is to rig themselves i*p in their 
finery, keep it on an hour or two,, and 
then change for something else.
